Three people vie 
for top job

our months after announcing her inten- 
Hes: to run for mayor this fall, Rose- 

mary Sandlin has been certified as a 
candidate and a preliminary election will be 
held to determine which names will appear 
on the ballot this fall, according to informa- 
tion obtained from the Agawam Town Clerk’s 
office. 

Sandlin, a lifelong resident and former 
Democratic state representative, is one of 
three people — including Incumbent Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen and political newcomer 
Walter A. Meissner III — who will vie for the 
seat in a primary election in October. That 
election, slated for Oct. 11, will narrow the 
field to two candidates. 

The last preliminary contest was held in 
2009 when over half a dozen residents were 
running for the mayoral seat. That election 
whittled the field down to Cohen and Derek 
Benton, though Cohen was ultimately elected 
during the general election. 

“Tt is ademocracy and it is up to the voters,” 
said Cohen of the upcoming elections, add- 
ing, “I believe in the democratic process.” 

According to Assistant Town Clerk Mar- 
garet McCarthy, on Friday, July 29, Sandlin 
submitted well over the 100 signatures re- 
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quired for her run for mayor to be official. 

“We did not count the signatures,’ McCar- 
thy said. “She submitted many more [than 
required] but she had enough to be on the bal- 
lot for the primary...so we sent her a letter 
letting her know she had 100.” 

Sandlin is no stranger to public service. A 
member of the housing authority for 25 years, 
she has also served on the school committee 
for 22 years and was the state representative 
for two terms. She lost that seat in last fall’s 
election to Nicholas A. Boldyga, R-South- 
wick. 

“By running I am making a commitment to 
improving the quality of life in Agawam by 
listening to its citizens through an open door 
policy and to create value for every dollar the 
city spends,” Sandlin wrote in a statement re- 
leased July 29. 

Sandlin said with an anticipated decrease in 
local aid, the demise of federal stimulus funds 
and an overall decrease in federal spending, 
towns need a new approach to government. 

“We need strong leadership willing to 
make the difficult decisions to change the 
way government operates,’ Sandlin said in 
her statement. 

Likewise, Cohen has strong political back- 
ground, having served as mayor of Agawam 
for 10 non-consecutive years. 

“My administration and myself, we’ve 
done a good job,” he said. “We’re very trans- 
parent and we respond to constituent needs 
very quickly and very rapidly. That’s what the 
mayor is supposed to do.”

In the time since Peterson first grabbed 
Cecchi’s ear, the project has garnered the sup- 
port of community groups, town commissions 
and Six Flags New England, and ended with 
the involvement of students from two schools

Recently, Peterson posed for a formal photo 
with town officials in front of one of the signs, 
which designates the Old Burying Ground on 
Federal Hill.

It is the fi- 
nal resting place of several Revolutionary War 
veterans.

cemetery fence for years, Cecchi said. 

Peterson, who was a veteran of World War 
II, said she was upset there were no signs des- 
ignating the smaller graveyards in town espe- 
cially, because of the historical significance 
they contained. 

“Along with the other veterans, we put up 
flags on the graves every year,” she said. “And 
there are some veterans in these cemeteries

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Tax preparer

Alicia Perez, an Agawam resident and the 
defendant in a criminal prosecution for tax 
fraud, has been detained without bail as a 
flight risk, though the court did indicate af- 
ter a hearing on July 29 that the order was 
“without prejudice to defendant seeking re- 
lease on conditions in the future.” 

Perez, who has pleaded not guilty to all 
counts, is alleged to have committed fraud 
in connection with a tax preparation busi- 
ness she operated under the name “Lopez 
Multiservice” (LMS). The indictment al- 
leged that sometime around Feb. 7, 2007, 
“in order to obtain greater tax refunds for 
her customers than they were entitled to re- 
ceive,’ Perez began falsifying their claims 
of net business profits on the Schedules C 
or C-EZ, thereby allowing her customers 
to claim tax refunds in amount higher than 
truthful returns would justify. 

According to court documents, many of 
her clients spoke Spanish and were either 
unfamiliar with the tax laws or did not un- 
derstand English sufficiently to file without 
assistance. For them, she is said to have cre- 
ated false documentation for submission to 
the Massachusetts Department of Revenue, 
and to have coached her clients to lie to rep- 
resentatives of the Internal Revenue Service. 

In addition, Perez is charged with per- 
forming another sort of criminal favor for 
her domestic partner, Jose Lopez. The in- 
dictment contends that she “provided finan- 
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indicted for fraud, detained as flight risk 


cial information pertaining to [Lopez] to a 
loan officer at National City Mortgage,” an 
FDIC insured institution, after he had ap- 
plied for a mortgage on a home located at 46 
Rosie Lane in Agawam. The documents al- 
leged considerably greater income for Lopez 
in 2007 and 2008 than had the tax returns for 
those same years that Lopez, with Perez’ as- 
sistance, had filed with the IRS. 

The indictment further alleged that on or 
about June 2009, Perez prepared and “caused 
to be filed” an amended tax return for Lopez 
that she knew to be fraudulent “and false 
as to material matters.’ Specifically, the 
amended return claimed that Lopez was en- 
titled to a first-time homebuyer credit in con- 
nection with 46 Rosie Lane, although Perez 
knew that this was not Lopez’s first time as 
a homeowner. 


National Trend 

If she did commit the alleged offenses, 
Perez is part of a national trend, especially 
with regard to the first-time homebuyer 
credit, which critics see as an invitation to 
abuse. Accordingly, the Treasury Inspector 
General for Tax Administration did a study 
earlier this year and published a report dated 
March 31, which concluded that “fraudulent 
and erroneous credits” under this program 
have totaled “‘millions of dollars,” and it rec- 
ommended that the program be reworked to 
make abuse more difficult and errors more 
preventable. 

Springfield attorney J. Timothy Mannion 
has appeared on Perez’s behalf. He did not

Flight Risk 
Perez was ordered detained as a flight risk, 
given government charges that she is a citi- 
zen of the Dominican Republic who entered 
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the United States in 2001 with a travel visa 
and under her birth name, assuming the name 
“Alicia Perez” illegally in or before 2006. 

In a memorandum filed with the court on 
the day of the detention hearing, counsel for 
the defendant denied that she is a flight risk, 
but acknowledging that she “was using a sto- 
len identity to conduct her business venture.” 
Her attorney asserted that, “There is no evi- 
dence that she benefited personally from do- 
ing so beyond the small fee she collected for 
assisting others with their tax returns.”

When food 
makes you sick 


assive food recalls have become all 

too common. The latest occurred last 
week when the meat industry giant Cargill, 
based in Minnesota, recalled a whopping 36 
million pounds of ground turkey that had 
been linked to one death in California and 
at least 76 illnesses in states from coast to 
coast, including Massachusetts. Roughly 38 
percent of those who fell ill were hospital- 
ized. 

Sadly, consumers are beginning to ex- 
pect these all-too-familiar recalls. Who can 
forget the massive egg recall last summer, 
when over a half billion eggs were pulled 
from store shelves nationwide? 

While most of these recalls may have been 
avoided with stricter food safety regulations, 
it’s not enough. Food borne illnesses have 
reached a critical peak. According to Food 
Safety Magazine, annual food recalls have 
more than tripled since 1999. 

One cause for the increase is found in the 
supply chain, a network of food shipments 
from a single source to multiple food pro- 
ducers and retailers. For example, a salmo- 
nella outbreak in a peanut processing plant 
in Georgia in 2009 forced the recall of an 
extensive number of products from multiple 
companies that use peanuts in their prod- 
ucts, from cookies and crackers, to trail mix 
and Thai foods. This vast and complex sup- 
ply network makes it even more difficult for 
officials to pin down a source of contamina- 
tion. 

Meanwhile, more consumers are getting 
sick. The Massachusetts Medical Society 
(MMS) estimates that “tainted food causes 
76 million illnesses, 325,000 hospitaliza- 
tions, and 5,000 deaths each year.’ And 
that’s only what is reported. 

As bleak as this news is, there are steps 
you can take to minimize the risk of food 
borne illness. The MMS says the first tip 
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starts with you — wash your hands thor- 
oughly before preparing food. During food 
preparation, wash all produce thoroughly. 
Avoid cross contamination by using separate 
surfaces (cutting boards) for raw meats and 
vegetables. Never rely on the appearance 
of foods to check for doneness — invest in 
a meat thermometer to ensure foods have 
reached an internal temperature that will 
kill illness-inducing bacteria. The Centers 
for Disease Control recommends an internal 
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temperature of 145 degrees (F) for whole 
meats, 160 degrees (F) for ground meats, 
and 165 degrees (F) for all poultry. Refrig- 
erate all leftovers promptly, and keep your 
refrigerator below 40 degrees (F) to prevent 
spoilage. 

Even after taking all these steps, there is 
still a risk of contracting a food borne ill- 
ness. Recognize the signs. The most com- 
mon symptoms of salmonella are diarrhea, 
abdominal cramps and fever within eight 
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hours to 72 hours of eating a contaminated 
product. A salmonella infection can be life- 
threatening to children, the elderly, pregnant 
women and anyone with a compromised 
immune system, so seek medical attention 
immediately if you suspect a food-related 
illness.

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Garden Lady answers midsummer questions 


| es Marie, who gardens in Brimfield, 
sent in this question for the Garden 
Lady: “Why are my pickling cucumbers 
funny looking? I was hoping for blocky, 
straight fruit, but what I have are tapered to 
a point. Some even curl. 
Looks don’t matter much 
to me, but unfortunately 
they don’t taste very good 
either - quite bitter. Any 
solutions?” 

This is an easy fix. Curl- 
ing, bitter fruit are an indi- 
cation that your cucumber 
plants are crying out for 
more water. They are shal- 
low rooted and depend on 
a steady amount of mois- 
ture to grow evenly. Your 
goal should be an inch of 
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are up and growing, and of course, don’t pile 
it up too close to the stem. 

his question came in from Evelyn in Gil- 

bertville: “I read about all of the pesti- 
cides used on peppers grown commercially, 
and decided to grow my 
own and freeze them in 
Slices. Right now I am 
anxiously awaiting them 
to turn color. They are 
all green now, but should 
eventually be changing to 
yellow, orange and red. 
About how long will it 
take?” 

Usually you will have 
to wait at least two to 
three weeks after green 
peppers have reached 
full size before they will

you can see for yourself just how much rain 
we are actually getting. Simply position an 
empty tuna fish can marked in quarter-inch 
increments among your plants. You can even 
leave it there while your sprinkler is at work 
or while you hand water as normal. Af- 
ter each “rainfall,’ record your results, and 
at the end of the week, make up the differ- 
ence to achieve the desired one inch. I don’t 
expect you to be this fussy all the time, but 
this little experiment will give you a sense 
of how little or much rain you and Mother 
Nature are actually providing to your plants. 
While we have little say in what falls from 
the sky, we can make adjustments to our 
sprinkler timers. Another way to help out 
your cukes would be to provide their shal- 
low roots with a little mulch. The mulch will 
regulate moisture and prevent weed compe- 
tition. Accomplish this well after your plants 


and because of that inhib- 

iting, to some degree any- 
way, new fruits from forming. In our part of 
the country it is smart to search out pepper 
varieties that reach maturity in the fewest 
number of days. Look for those marked 80 
days or less. 

Freezing peppers is super easy, and there 
is no blanching necessary. Simply cut your 
peppers into slices and pre-freeze them on a 
cookie sheet. Once they are frozen you can 
put them into freezer bags and grab a hand- 
ful or two as needed.

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REGION — With the extremely hot weath- 
er the Commonwealth recently experienced, 
the Massachusetts Emergency Management 
Agency (MEMA) is advising people to be 
cautious during this period of extreme heat, 
and offers some tips to help keep cool and 
safe. 

“A few common sense measures can re- 
duce heat-related problems, especially for 
the elderly, the very young and people with 
respiratory ailments, who are more suscep- 
tible to the effects of high temperatures,” said 
MEMA Acting Director Kurt Schwartz. “If 
this extreme weather continues, some com- 
munities may be setting up cooling centers 
to assist those seeking relief from the oppres- 
sive heat.” 

Here are some tips to follow during hot, 
humid weather: 

¢ Slow down, avoid strenuous activity. Do 
not try to do too much on a hot day. 

¢ Wear lightweight, loose-fitting, light-col- 
ored clothing. Light colors will reflect heat 
and sunlight and help maintain normal body 
temperature. Protect your face with a wide- 
brimmed hat. 

e Drink plenty of water regularly and of- 
ten, even if you do not feel thirsty. Attempt 
to stay hydrated. 

e Limit intake of alcoholic beverages. 
They can actually dehydrate your body. 

e Eat well-balanced, light, regular meals. 
Avoid high protein foods that increase meta- 
bolic heat. 

e Stay indoors as much as possible.

Take caution during 
extreme heat 


¢ If you do not have air conditioning, stay 
on your lowest floor, out of the sun. Elec- 
tric fans do not cool the air, but they do help 
evaporate perspiration, which cools your 
body. 

¢ Go to a place where you can get re- 
lief from the heat, such as air conditioned 
schools, libraries, theaters and other com- 
munity facilities that may offer refuge during 
the warmest times of the day. 

¢ Check with your community for informa- 
tion about possible local ‘cooling centers’. 

¢ Cover windows that receive morning or 
afternoon sun with drapes, shades, awnings 
or louvers. Outdoor awnings or louvers can 
reduce the heat that enters a home by up to 
80 percent. 

e Avoid too much sunshine. Sunburn slows 
the skin’s ability to cool itself. If you are out- 
side, use sunscreen lotion with a high SPF 
(Sun Protection Factor) rating. 

e Never leave children or pets alone in a 
closed vehicle. 

¢ Check on family, friends and neighbors. 

In normal weather, the body’s internal 
thermostat produces perspiration that evap- 
orates and cools the body. However, in ex- 
treme heat and high humidity, evaporation is 
slowed and the body must work extra hard 
to maintain normal temperature, which may 
lead to heat cramps, heat exhaustion and heat 
stroke. If you believe you, or anyone you are 
with, is experiencing a heat-related medical 
emergency, promptly call 911, and if pos- 
sible, move to a cooler place.

and I think there ought to be signs for these 
places.” 

Last year, she attended a meeting of the 
Agawam Rotary Club and aired her concerns. 
Larry Litton, then-president of Six Flags New 
England, was at that same meeting and offered 
to have a sign made for the cemetery. 

New identifying signs were also placed in 
five other small cemeteries around Agawam 
Center Cemetery, Smith Family Cemetery, 
Springfield Street Cemetery, Maple Grove 
Cemetery, and Old Feeding Hills Cemetery. 

The commission reported there were signs 
at some of these locations, but they had long 
been in disrepair and were in desperate need 
of replacement. Dick Curry had painted them 
nearly 30 years ago when he was chairman of 
the historical commission and wanted to cre- 
ate a consistent signage system recognizing all 
six of Agawam’s historic cemeteries. 

The Massachusetts Veterans Cemetery 
located off Main Street — the only veterans 
cemetery in the area — is historic in a differ- 
ent sense and was not included as part of the 
program, Cecchi said. 

According to Cecchi, the cemeteries have 
great significance in Agawam and it is not 
unusual for larger towns to have several small 
cemeteries such as these. 

“A long time ago, a lot of families had their 
own burial grounds,” he said. “Many of the 
cemeteries in town are very small and then 
they simply outgrew their area.” 

This spring, Chris Sparks, president of the 
Agawam Rotary Club and director of Agawam 
Parks and Recreation, was told of the need for 
the additional signs. He contacted Jason Free- 
man, current president of Six Flags New Eng- 
land and inquired if Litton’s offer was valid 
for all six signs. While their sign shop would 
not be able to fabricate the signs, Freeman did 
offer a $550 donation. The members of the 
historical commission donated $100 of their 
own money toward the signs, and an applica- 
tion was submitted to the Community Preser- 
vation Committee for the balance of the cost. 
That was approved unanimously by the CPC 
and town council in June. 

“Tt’s definitely one of our more unique do- 
nations,” Freeman said. “But we are always 
trying to do our part to be a good neighbor and 
I think this is a great cause.” 

Cecchi, a graphic designer by profession, 
donated the design and layout of the signs and 
Moren Signs of Agawam fabricated the 2-feet 
xX 3-feet high-gloss diebond signs with wrap 
molding. The new signs identify the cemeter- 
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ies by their historic names and include the date 
of establishment or earliest known burial. 

The signs were installed by Cecchi with the 
assistance of his sons, Joseph and Bailey, both 
students at Agawam High School, as well as 
their cousins, Jacob and Haley Fontaine, the 
children of former Feeding Hills resident Den- 
nis Fontaine and his wife Jamie, who were 
visiting from Plantation, Fla. 

“This is great everyone could come to- 
gether to do this,’ Cecchi said. “This will give 
prominence to the historical cemeteries that 
date back at least 100 years.” 

For his part, Sparks said he was happy to 
act as a bridge between Peterson and the vari- 
ous boards to have the sign project come to 
fruition. 

“It’s important to honor these people that 
were laid to rest in these cemeteries,’ he said. 

In the future, Peterson says she wants to see 
more work done at the cemeteries and that she 
believes it would be a good community ser- 
vice project for local students. 

“These kids could come and bring flowers 
and do other work at the cemetery,’ she said. 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen said he 
appreciated the work of the various entities 
that helped to see the project through. 

“Tt’s a great tribute to those who have been 
buried on all of these hallowed grounds,’ Co- 
hen said.

Meissner, a longtime resident of Agawam, 
said he opted to throw his hat in the ring be- 
cause he wanted to be of service to the resi- 
dents here. 

“T believe [have something to offer; it won’t 
be all about me,” said Meissner, a millwright 
by profession. Though he does not have a 
strong political background, Meissner said he 
has run for office in his union, the Brother- 
hood of Carpenters, in the past.

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AGAWAM — When visiting the School 
Street Park or the Connecticut River Walk 
and Bike Path you may have noticed the 
available pet waste stations. Pet waste sta- 
tions offer the necessary materials to dog 
walkers who have forgotten to bring a plastic 
bag along on their walk. These were installed 
by the town in an effort to make it easier for 
residents to pick up and dispose of their pet 
waste as well as to comply with the local pet 
waste ordinance. 

The town ordinance requires dog owners 
to pick up and properly dispose of their pet 
waste deposited on public sidewalks, trails, 
parks, play areas and roadways. When pet 
waste is improperly disposed of, it can be 
picked up by storm water runoff and washed 
into storm drains or nearby water bodies. 
Since storm drains do not always connect to 
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Waste stations available for 
pet owners 


treatment facilities, untreated animal feces 
often end up in lakes and streams, causing 
significant water pollution. When pet waste 
is disposed of improperly, water quality isn’t 
the only thing that suffers — your health 
may be at risk, too. Adults working in their 
gardens, children playing outside and family 
pets are the most at risk for infection from 
some of the bacteria and parasites found in 
pet waste. 

The Department of Public Works and the 
Agawam dog enforcement officer will have a 
limited supply of pet waste bags with dispens- 
er for Agawam pet owners. These dispensers 
clip onto pet leashes, guaranteeing pet owners 
always have a means of picking up their pets 
waste. Dispensers will be available while sup- 
plies last at the Agawam Police Department 
and Department of Public Works.

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Outdoor dining issue

AGAWAM — An outdoor dining ordi- 
nance that was recently voted down by the 
planning board was picked at by several 
city councilors at the Aug. | regular council 
meeting. The ordinance was tabled to give 
the council the opportunity to work with the 
planning board on refining the “teeth” of the 
ordinance. 

As written, the ordinance would allow 
restaurants in town to place outdoor dining 
areas on their sites, but the Planning Board 
does not believe the ordinance should allow 
outdoor dining by right; rather, they believe 
a special permitting process is necessary. 

Allowing outdoor dining by right would 
not protect the rights of residents abutting 
those businesses, said Travis Ward, chair- 
man of the planning board. 

Ward said he wanted outdoor dining to 
only be allowed by special permit through 
the planning board with oversight on how 
outdoor dining would be set up on a particu- 
lar piece of property. The public hearing pro- 
cess would ensure the protection of abutting 
residents and make sure restaurants have ad- 
equate space for outdoor dining. 

City Councilor George Bitzas, the sponsor 
of the ordinance, disagreed with the planning 
board’s assessment, arguing that the special 
permit process would add unnecessary steps 
when the town should be more business- 
friendly. 

“It would be made more difficult if busi- 
nesses have to go to the planning board for 
this,” said Bitzas. “They just want more con- 
trol over this. I think this ordinance is in the 
best interest of the town.” 

Councilor Robert Magovern, chair of the 
ordinance subcommittee which voted 3-0 in 
favor of the ordinance, agreed with Bitzas 
that the planning board special permit pro- 
cess would deter businesses.

“Tt just adds another layer of bureaucracy 
to this,” said Magovern. “We need to be a 
business-friendly town.” 

Bitzas also believed there were plenty of 
checkpoints in the process, including the 
board of health, and the building inspector. 

Councilor Jill Messick, who is part of the 
zoning committee and also voted in favor of 
the ordinance, said she would like to work 
with the planning board to come up with an 
ordinance that everyone is happy with. 

Councilor Dennis Perry reiterated the 
comments of several councilors and the 
planning board that he would like to see the 
ordinance pass. 

“T think we are all in favor of outdoor din- 
ing,” said Perry. “But I think this ordinance 
is a bit gray and I would like to see it re- 
fined.” 

Councilor Gina Letellier expressed dis- 
appointment in the planning board for not 
coming to the council meeting to talk about 
their position. 

“T think we would have been able to work 
this out if we were able to go into committee 
and discuss this,” she said. “But I do see their 
point for the special permit request. We need 
to think of the neighbors of these businesses.” 

Another idea suggested was possibly giv- 
ing the power to grant outdoor dining permits 
to the Zoning Board of Appeals. The ZBA 
is the current authority that gives permits to 
businesses that request drive-thru windows. 

Bitzas argued that the ZBA, which re- 
quires a unanimous vote for approval, would 
make the process too political. 

The ordinance was tabled 7-2 with Bit- 
zas and Magovern dissenting. It has been 
referred back to the zoning and ordinance 
committees. A joint meeting between the 
two committees will likely be held along 
with representation from the planning board 
to work on the ordinance.

Along with the hot summer weather 
comes the chance that violent thunderstorms 
will produce dangerous lightning, which has 
already sent an area patient to the emergency 
room. 

“Lightning can cause a victim’s heart to 
stop and seriously affect the internal organs,” 
said Dr. John Santoro, vice chair, Emergency 
Medicine, Baystate Medical Center. 

Those who don’t die and survive a light- 
ning strike often report a variety of symp- 
toms, some long-term, including memory 
loss, dizziness, sleep disorders, numbness, 


irritability, fatigue, depression, muscle 
spasms, weakness, and stiffness in various 
joints. 


Santoro offers the following safety guide- 
lines whether caught outside during a thun-

derstorm or in the safety of your home: 

Don’t go near water or lay down 
on wet ground. If possible, crouch down in a 
dry ditch. 

Stay away from tall or metal ob- 
jects such as flagpoles, fences, and trees. 

If you are indoors, stay away from 
electrical appliances and avoid using the 
telephone. 

Don’t watch storms from an open 
window or door. Also, avoid the fireplace be- 
cause the chimney is a target. 

Santoro, whose job as a physician educa- 
tor also involves prevention, said feeling your 
hair stand on end is a warning that lightning 
is about to strike near you and for safety sake 
you should crouch down immediately. 

“The safest place to be is in a steel-framed 
building or a building protected by lightning 
rods,” said Santoro, who is also an assistant 
professor of Emergency Medicine for Tufts 
University School of Medicine.

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Mixed emotions rule as freshmen pack up and head off to college 


Packing up and leaving home for freshmen year at college 
can be a life-changing experience for many students, but it’s 
also a bittersweet time for parents. 

Sometimes referred to as “empty nest syndrome,’ many 
parents experience a general feeling of sadness and loss 
when one or more of their children come of age and leaves 
home. And, if you’re unprepared for this life-changing event, 
then you may take it quite hard. 

“Tt’s entirely normal to experience strong emo- 
tions at the time of such a profound life transition. 
The day-to-day experience of caring for a child is an 
organizing principle in a parent’s life and provides parents 
with a powerful sense of meaning and purpose,” said 

Dr. Barry Sarvet, chief of Child Psychiatry and vice 
chair of the Department of Psychiatry at Baystate 
Health. 

“One of the many difficult things about being 
a parent is that your children are constantly 
changing and you have to continually adjust 
to their changing developmental needs. This 
particular time is perhaps the most challeng- 
ing and momentous, with parents needing to 
abruptly ‘let go’ of their caretaking and pro- 
tective relationship and begin to develop a new 
relationship with their child as a young adult,’ 
Sarvet.

Sense of Identity 

In addition to coping with the loss of the daily presence of 
one’s child, he said parents also find themselves re-evaluat- 
ing their sense of identity, as well as contemplating their own 
mortality. 

The Baystate psychiatrist noted that parents usually get 
through this difficult time without too much suffering. “It 
certainly helps for parents to prepare themselves for these 
feelings and to get emotional support during the transition 
by talking honestly to their spouse, friends, and family mem- 
bers. It’s worth trying to talk with your college-bound child 
about it as well, although remember they may be dealing 
with their own anxiety about leaving home by pushing you 
away or avoiding you. Try to have a thick skin with this,” 
said Sarvet. 

Sarvet also pointed out, however, that the stress of this 
transition may be a triggering event for problems such as 
depression in either a parent or the young adult. Depression 
is a condition in which there is pervasive sadness, inability to 
experience pleasure, and loss of functioning that persists for 
greater than two weeks. According to Sarvet, it may be ac-

companied by difficulty sleeping, low energy, and appetite 
changes. People with depression should seek professional 
treatment as soon as possible. 


New Relationships 
On the other end of this transition, parents should remem- 
ber that there is much to look forward to. “You are not los- 
ing your children. Rather they are changing and you will be 
developing a new relationship with them. As they mature 
further, you have an opportunity to establish a positive and 
meaningful relationship with them as adults. The time for 
actively influencing or controlling their lives is over, yet you 
may be lucky enough to become a trusted advisor and to take 

pleasure in their successes,” said Sarvet. 


Some couples also experience challenges in their marital 
relationship during this time of transition. 

“Relationship needs may be neglected for years while 
the focus is on raising the kids. When the kids leave home, 
couples may need to get to know each other again. This can 
be a painful process, but it can also be a time to renew the 
relationship and begin a new life’s journey together,’ said 
Sarvet, who noted some couples find marital counseling to 
be extremely helpful during this time. 

And, he recommended not being a social 

networking technology “curmudgeon.” 
“Get on Facebook. Send and receive 
texts with embedded pictures and video. 
Learn how to use Twitter...it’s not as silly 
as you think. Learn how to use the com- 
munication media in which your kids are 
immersed. The world is truly made smaller 
by technology, but you must keep pace with its 
rapidly changing media if you want to stay con- 

nected,” said Sarvet.
